1. MODIFICATION OF PARA 2 AS PROPOSED BY YUGOSLAVS WOULD 
REVIVE ORIGINAL PROBLEM OF FREEZING AND IS UNACCEPTABLE. 

WE WONDER WHY YUGOSLAVS CANNOT STICK WITH DRAFTING COMMIT- 
TEE VERSION REFTEL B ON WHICH THEY, AS MEMBERS OF DRAFTING 
COMMITTEE, WERE EARLIER IN AGREEMENT. 

2. FRENCH VERSION OF FINAL SENTENCE OF PARA 4 ACCEPTABLE 
ALTHOUGH WE WOULD PREFER, BUT WOULD NOT INSIST ON, DELETION 
OF PHRASE " ON THE SPOT". REMAINDER OF PARA SHOULD BE 
WORDED TO CONFORM WITH US VERSION PARA 3 REFTEL C, I. E„ 
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CONSENT OF GOVERNMENTS ( OR " EMPLOYERS") IN CASE OF GOVERN- 
MENT EMPLOYEES- 

3. PARAS 18, 19, 20, 21, AND 22 IN AGREED PORTION ACCEPTA- 
BLE. 

4. PARA 25 ALSO ACCEPTABLE BUT WE SUGGEST IT BE COMBINED 
WITH EARLIER US VERSION OF PARA 1 ( PARAGRAPH 3, STATE 
36389), TO MAKE A NEW PARA 1. THIS WOULD MEAN THAT CURRENT 
PARA 25 WOULD BE REINFORCED BY ASKING MEMBER STATES " TO 
TAKE ALL POSSIBLE STEPS" TO INSURE THAT SPECIFIED IMPORTS 
ARE NOT OF RHODESIAN ORIGIN. OTHER VERSIONS PARA 1 NOT 
ACCEPTABLE TO US BUT IF POSSIBLE YOU SHOULD LET OTHERS. 

SUCH AS UK, OPPOSE AND THEN SUGGEST ABOVE FORMULA. 

5. PARA 6 WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE IF PHRASE " FOR THE ZIMBABWE 
PEOPLE" DELETED. CONSIDERATION OF DONATIONS TO PEOPLE OF 
RHODESIA NOT RELEVANT TO SANCTIONS AND EXCEEDS COMMITTEE' S 
MANDATE. 

6. SIMILAR DIFFICULTIES EXIST WITH PARA 7. IT IS ACCEPT- 
ABLE EXCEPT FOR WORDING IN BRACKETS WHICH SHOULD BE DE- 
LETED. SANCTIONS COMMITTEE ESTABLISHED PURSUANT TO SC 
RESOLUTION 253 BUT ONLY TO DEAL WITH IMPLEMENTATION OF 
SANCTIONS AND NOT " THE AIMS" OF RESOLUTION 253. 

7. EITHER UK OR US VERSIONS OF PARA 9 ACCEPTABLE. 

8. US COULD ACCEPT FOLLOWING AS PARA 10: " THE COMMITTEE 
SHOULD RECOMMEND TO THE COUNCIL THAT MEMBER STATES BE 
REQUESTED TO ESTABLISH REQUIREMENTS THAT WOULD FORBID ANY 
RESALE TO RHODESIA OF ANY EXPORT SALES BETWEEN THEIR 
COUNTRIES AND SOUTH AFRICA AND THE PORTUGUESE TERRITORIES- 
ESPECIALLY OF SUCH GOODS AS AIRCRAFT, VEHICLES, AND MA- 
CHINERY SPARE PARTS." BELIEVE THIS CLOSE ENOUGH TO AF 
VERSION TO ALLOW REASONABLE CHANCE OF SUCCESS. 

9. PARAS 12 AND 17 REMAIN UNACCEPTABLE. 

10. RE PARAS 14, 15, AND 16 WE WOULD WANT TO STAY WITH US 
VERSIONS AS FORWARDED REFTEL E. AFRICAN VERSIONS STILL 
UNACCEPTABLE AND NO REALISTIC ALTERNATIVES SEEM TO HAVE 
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1 1 . PARAS 11,13, AND 24 WE BELIEVE ARE BEST LEFT TO THE 
BRITISH TO DEAL WITH BUT BRITISH SHOULD BE SUPPORTED AS 
NECESSARY. PARA 1 1 WOULD BE ACCEPTABLE IF FINAL PHRASE 
IN BRACKETS, " SHOULD THE UKREQUEST SUCH ASSISTANCE", 
RETAINED. PARA 24 WOULD SIMILARLY BE MADE ACCEPTABLE IF 
SAME PHRASE ADDED AT END.
